2. CORE DESCRIPTION 


The Missouri Office of Prosecution Services exists as an autonomous entity within the Attorney General's Office to assist prosecuting attorneys throughout the state in their efforts 
against criminal activity. The Office of Prosecution Services has developed and provides basic prosecutors' manuals and educational materials for prosecutors; coordinates the 
development, installation, support and maintenance of an automated case management and criminal history reporting system for prosecutors; prepares, disseminates and 
supplements indexes to and digests of statutes and appellate court decisions; trains prosecuting attorneys and circuit attorney and support staff on a statewide basis; provides legal 
research and trial assistance to prosecutors; provides forms and other common and appropriate documents employed in the administration of criminal justice; administers a witness 
protection program for potential witnesses and their immediate families in criminal proceedings or pending investigations; serves as a liaison for prosecutors with governmental 
agencies, associations, commissions, committees, task forces and allied professionals. 


Section 56.700 provides that funds shall be appropriated for prosecuting attorneys' offices within counties with DMH facilities to employ personnel to assist in carrying out the duties 
relating to DMH facilities. DMH agrees to this transfer. MOPS is best situated to coordinate communication with the prosecuting attorneys’ and circuit attorney's offices.

One of the functions of the Missouri Office of Prosecution Services is to coordinate the development, installation, support and maintenance of an 
automated case management and criminal history reporting system for prosecutors. Currently, 112 prosecutor offices statewide use an automated case 
management system called Prosecutor by Karpel™. In addition to providing for the automation in the management of criminal cases by prosecutors, 
Prosecutor by Karpel™ software allows offices to electronically transfer case file information to the circuit clerk and required criminal history reporting to 
the Highway Patrol central repository. The Office of Prosecution Services also employs a General Counsel and IT specialist to work with MSHP and OSCA 
to improve the accuracy and completeness of criminal history information and records improvement maintained by the central repository and OSCA, 
including sex offender registries and orders of protection.

KARPEL will build the DEM function into ProsecutorbyKARPEL at no cost to MOPS. KARPEL also has agreed to continue to include 2TB of storage as part of 
the annual license per user. However, there would be charges for TB usage/storage above 2TB. Karpel will also build a law enforcement external agency portal 
(LEEAP) which would allow law enforcement agencies (LEAs) to directly digitally transmit reports and evidence (especially digital evidence from body and car 
cams, those two alone generating enormous amounts of data) to prosecutors. This LEEAP would also allow LEAs to "look in" and track the status/progress of 
cases in the prosecutor's office. The one time cost to develop the LEEAP is $ 890,000. Ongoing annual maintenance of the LEEAP will be $ 178,000. Estimated 
annual expense to cover excess TB usage/storage up to 700 TB is $ 228,000. Of the$ 1,296,00 request, $ 890,000 is a one time request with $ 406,000 being 
an annual appropriation request for LEEAP maintenance/extra TB storage.

In basing our assumptions on what it would take, we considered the following; (1) Since only two counties (Jackson and St. Louis) and the circuit attorney have 
conviction review units, MOPS would be responsible for reviewing actual innocence claims from 112 counties and any handled by the Attorney General as 
conflict prosecutor; (2) looking at what other states' statewide units have, and using Jackson County in particular, we will need two experienced attorneys (with 
backgrounds in prosecution and defense) and an investigator, The draft legislation, recognizing the need for adequate and meaningful staffing, also specifally 
provides for those three positions. The PS includes maximum salary of $ 80,000 for each attorney and $ 60,000 for the investigator (depending on experience).
